Farm bloc Senators assert there will 
be no farm relief legislation. Not hav- 
ing been able to obtain the form of 
relief they themselves wanted, they 
will not, they assert, accept any other.

Norbeck Proposal Disposed Of. 
The first business of the Senate on 


meeting today was to dispose of the 
Norbeck proposal. Senators Ashurst, 
Democrat, and Borah, Cameron, Good- 
ing, Harrela. Howell, Johnson, Jones 
of Washington, La Follette, McMaster, 
McNary, Norbeck, Norris, Schall and 
Stanfield, Republicans, and Shipstead, 
Farmer-Labor, supported it. The mo-

The plan proposed by the 
Senator from Ohio, Mr, Fess, provides’ 
a loan of money to the farmer—money 
that he should not have. 

“I have no faith in the proposed 
remedies and do not believe it pos- 
sible to get any relief for the farmers 
at this session from the manifestation 
of the Senate yesterday, but a 28 
that the bill to provide a division of 
cooperative marketing in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will be acted upon 
at this session.”’ 


Fess Defends His Bill. 


Answering Senators Watson and Mc-

McNary 
had said, but to cooperative associa- 
tions, which thus might be able to re- 
lieve the situation of the individual 
farmer. 

‘The bill to which I refer,”’ continued 
Senator Fess, ‘‘meets with the approv- 
al not only of the agriculturist who is 
not willing to pay a subsidy but it al- 
so meets with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, and I think that 
I am justified in jsaying that 1t meets 


the approval of the Administration. 


Warns Republican Colleagues.

REPUBLICANS FEAR 





Coolidge Tells Senatorial .Cam- 
paign Managers to Stress His 
Economic Policies.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—President 
Coolidge entertained at breakfast this 
morning the Republican Senatorial 
Campaign Committee, and he learned 
from its members that they were not 
very confident of electing enough Re- 
publican Senators this year to retain 


their present small majority. They 
said that a cursory review. of the sit- 
uation showed the chances for them 
were slim, although they. contended 
that: continued prosperity would be an 
important factor in the elections. One 
of the spokesmen, outlining the factors 
in the election, said many States now 
considered doubtful would be con- 
trolled by business conditions. 

While not committed to any partic- 
ipation in the cam » Which is 
recognized by the party leaders as im- 
portant in that it will be a test of Re- 
publican strength before the Presi- 
dential election in 1928, Mr. Coolidge 
is showing great interest in issues for 
the coming contest. He informed his 


economic policies of the Administration 
would be most appealing, and that 
subjects causing divisions in the party 
should be avoided as far as possible. 

Voters were no longer held strongly 
by party lines, it was asgerted, and 
some of the normal Democratic States 
which were: captured in the Harding 
landslide in 1 might be held by the 
Republicans if domestic business men 
should decide that a continuance of 
Republican policies would benefit busi- 
ness. On the other hand, party leaders 
feared that the agitation in the corn 
belt States might sweep into the Sen- 
ate radicals who could not be counted 
on to support Republican policies, and, 
even if they should be able to hold 
States regarded as rightly Democratic, 
there was no certainty that the next 
Senate would be Republican.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—A resolu- 
tion, designed to amend the rules s0

Under the Constitution, the Senate 
is the judge of the qualifications of ita 
membership, and us this as a’basis, 
Senator La Follette urged a change in 
the rules to limit.the expenditures of 
candidates. Declaring that wealthy 
candidates were having opportunities 
to buy Senate seats, he added: 

“In Pennsylvania alone, the ascer- 
tained expenditure for the various can- 
didates has already reached the stag- 
gering hare of between $2,000,000 and 


The Senator stated that he would 
try to push his resolution to passage 
before the present session ends.

(1) For advertising in newspapers, 
magazines and periodicals, in or on 
railroad cars, trolley cars, motor or 
other vehicles, or aircraft; or by 
means of banners, electric signs, mo- 
tion pictures, wireless telephone or 
telegraph or radio; 

(2) For maintenance of headquar-

Representatives of Board of Medical 
Examiners Not “Instructed,”

Frederick Hemley, attorney for Dm 
Leonard Lincoln Landis of the. House 
of Health, whose license as a medical 
practitioner the State is seeking to re- 
voke, yesterday laid the foundation for 
his client’s defense that he was_ the 
yictim of a ‘‘frame-up” involving a 
State official, .a city official and 
various other individuals.

WHITTEMORE’S PAL

Judge Rebuffs Plea \of Mercy 
for Goldberg Based on His 
_ Weakened Physique. 


JUDGMENT AGAINST. GANG 


$35,827 Te Awarded by ‘Sheriff's 
Jury to Robbed Jewelers—Seven 
Defandants Named... 


Milton (Shuffles) Goldberg, gunman 
and. closest lieutenant of Richard 


Sing Sing yesterday by Judge Koenig 
in General Sessions for from twenty 
to forty years. Goldberg is ‘a victim 
of an advanced case of tuberculosis. 
He had pleaded guilty several weeks 
before to five robbery indictments, re- 
turned by the Grand Jury following 
an investigation of the Whittemore 
gang’s hold-ups here. 

He was sentenced to from ten to 
twenty years’ imprisonment on three 
of the indictments and received a like 
sentence on the remaining two, the 
Court specifying that the sentence 
-were to be served consecutively. 
Should Goldberg live through the min- 
imum terms of the sentences and con- 
duct himself in accordanee with the 
rules of the prison, he could not be re- 
leased until he had served almost 
fourteen years. 

Goldberg denied complicity in any of 
the Whittemore gang’s hold-ups until 
he appeared as a witness for the de- 
fense in the recent trial of Jacob and 
Leon Kraemer, stepbrothers, in Judge 
Koenig’s court. He admitted then that 
he had participated in the hold-up of 
the jewelry manufacturing plant of 
Folmer Prip, at 90 Nassau Street, on 
Dec. 23, 1925, but swore that the 
Kraemers were not there. The Kraem- 
ers were convicted, however. 

Goldberg then changed his plea to 
fies on all five indictments. Leonard 
A. Snitkin, his lawyer, pleaded with 
the Court yesterday that, because of 
his client’s weakened physical condi- 
tion, the sentences to. be imposed be 
made to run — 

Judg Koenig peremptorily refused to 
grant this form of clemency to the 
gunman. He declared that Goldberg 
was entitled to no sympathy, because 
in his. testimony in the Kraemer ‘trial 
he had done all in his power to im-

CHICAGO, June 25.—The honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws was ‘con- 
ferred upon Gustaf Adolt Crown 
Prince of Sweden, this afternoon .by

The ceremonies at the university, 
where ushers in scholastic caps and

The wind 
dropped early Tuesday morning and 
throughout the day was very light and 
variable from east to géouthwest. 

At 11 o’clock Tuesday night the sea 
dropped to a dead calm and all saijJs 
were taken in to prevent flapping.

massacre, two days after Custer and 
his command had been annihilated.

OF ELEPHANT FOUND 
‘Blade Unesithed ta 
Arizona Believed to Be Masto-

- TUCSON; Ariz.,, June 25.—The shoul- 


der Viede of a prehistoric elephant, 
probably a mammoth,. declared to be 
atleast 250,000 years old, has been un- 
earthed in a mine site twenty miles 
southwest of Tucson, near Arivacac” 

Announcement of the extraordinary 
find, which has brought to light one 
of the most important fossil beds in 
the State, was made yesterday by Dr. 
Byron Cummings, Director, ofthe State 
Museum and Professor of logy | 
at the University of Arizona. 

The giant bone,- whi¢h is almost com- 
pletely « fossilized, was exhumed on 
Sunday by Dr. Cummings, Captain D. 
W. Page, an archaeologist of Washing- 
ton, D.-C., and Charles Udall, owner of 
the mining tract. 

According to statements made to Dr. 
Cummings by Mr, Udall, the latter has 
been locating lime deposits, including 
bones, by means of a mysterious di- 
vining rod. 

The shoulder blade was taken out in 
twenty-five pieces by the verers, 
The fragments now repose in the State 
Museum at the university, where Dr. 
Cummings expects soon to put them 
together. 

The museum director also hopes to 
continue the excavations in the: sams 
region, where he expects to find the 
rest of the elephant’s skeleton, and 
probably other prehistoric remains. 

The large brown bones are among 
the few relics of mammoths or mas- 
todons so far found in Arizona, Dean

He never: hesitated from ‘fear of crit- 
icism, nor ‘shirked his part in any 
enterprise that he believed for the 
public good.

RECOGNITION AND TRADE. 

At Washington it is allowed. to be 
known that the Administration ‘does 
not discern in America’s growing 
trade with Russia a reason for alter- 
ing its policy in the matter of recog- 
nizing the Soviet Government. The 
conditions for recognition laid down 
by Secretary Avauus in 1923 hold 
good. Just why the growth of Russo- 
American: commerce should regularly 
be cited as an argumefit. for recog- 
nition is. not easy to see. Much 
greater would. be the pressure . on 
Washington if the facts ran the other 
way. If Germany, Great Britain end 
Italy, which have recognized the Mos- 
cow Government, were forging ahead 
in Russian trade, if the United States 
were falling behind, trade and. recog- 
nition would make. a good debating 
team. But the facts are just the op- 
posite. Germany supplied 44 per cent. 
of Russia's imports ,before the yar 
and now supplies 16° per cent. Great 
Britain supplied 13 per cent. and 
now supplies 17 per cent. The United 
States supplied 7 per cent. and now 
supplies 80 per.cent. Before the war 
we sold.to Russia goods to the annual 


sales were $95,000,000. Non-recogni- 
tion is not hurting our trade. 

The case Is made even clearer by a 
comparison of the: American export 
and import *figures. To ‘the extent 
that our trade with any country is 
affected by political relations our ex- 
ports would be chiefly concerned. One 
need not be on intimate relations with 
a Government to purchase goods and 
takethem out of the country. No 
matter what intetnal conditions may 
be in Russia or in China, the Ameri- 
can purchaser runs no risks. He pays 
when the goods are delivered. But 
the Amerjcan exporter to Russia 
must look.to internal conditions; The 
attitude of the Russian’ Government 
may help-or burt him. - Yet the odd 
thing is. that our exports to Russia

EMPEROR JONES OF HE LINKS. 

All’ the superlatives ‘have alréady 
been exhausted’ on the golf game of 
“ Bossy” Jonzs. When the competent 
English critic BERNARD DaRWIN calls 
‘him “the best golfer in the world,” 
it is not for -Americans to say him 
nay. Nor was his crowning’ triumph 
in winning yesterday the British open 
championship nécessary in order to 
establish his right to the title. His 
record for the past few-years‘is with- 
out ia ~parallel, Other players have 
had‘ their ups and downs, but Ropsrr 
Jones, when not first, has been -sec- 
ond. The British open title has been 
won by amateurs before, but never 
by an American amateur. Considering 
the difficulties: which any foreigner 
must encounter ‘on’ British links, to- 
gether with the severe physical and 
mental strain involved in playing 108 
holes of golf consecutively under an 
average of fours, the achievement of 
young Mr. Jongs is outstanding and 
unequaled in all the records of golf. 
There would seem to be nothing left 
for him now, with no more. worlds to 
conquer, but to throw away his clubs 
and retire to a monastery.

Clears Burns of Assault, but} 
After 23 Hours Disagrees on 
Two Other Detectives. 


‘PAIR FREED IN $500 BAIL 


Banton Is Uncertain on Further 
Prosecuticon—Four Jurors Said 
to Have Stood for Conviction. 


The jury in the trial of Detectives 
James T. Brady, Robert E. Morris and 
Thomas Burns of Chief Inspector La- 
hey’s personal staff on a felonious as- 
sault charge made by John A. Ken- 
nedy, a South Street boss truckman, 
acquitted Burns yesterday afternoon, 
but reported ihability to agree on a 
verdict in the case of the other two 
detectives and was discharged. 

The jurors reported to Judge Rosal- 
sky in General Sessions twenty-three 
hours after they had received the case. 
When the-foreman announced at 10:30 
o’clock Thursday night that, after ten 
hours and forty minutes of discussion, 
no verdict had been agreed on, the 
Court locked them up for: the 3 
under guard. It was reported that 
fore they filed into court yesterday 
four jurors stood firm for the convic- 
tion of Brady and Morris of felonious 
assault in the second degree. The 
original first degree felonious assault 
charge had been thrown out by the 
Court during the trial because no evi- 
dence had been introduced by Assis- 


e 25 | tant District Attorney Neary to sus- 


tain the eharge thot the detectives had 
assauled Kennedy with murderous in- 
tent. 

Brady and Morris, who had been un- 
der $500 bail from the time they were 
held for the action of the Grand Jury 
in a Magistrate’s hearing on Kennedy’s 
complaint,- were-freed in a like amount 
by Judge Rosalsky pending further 
— action on the assault charge 
by District Attorney. Banton. The 
District Attorney said later that he 
would not be in a position to announce 
a decision in this — until he had 
conferred ‘with Mr. Nes 

Kennedy told the ” that Brady 
and Morris had assaulted him in the 
elevator of a warehouse owned by him 
at 288 South Street on the afternoon of 
‘Jan. 29 last and that Brady had con- 
tinued to beat him with a blackjack 
—* they. dragged him to the street. 

Patrolman Charles F. Hagan of the 
Wakefield Station corrroborated Ken- 
nedy’s testimony of the assault on the 
street, as.did two employes of a freight 
station. ‘across the street. 

-Hagan, “who had. been assigned to 
guard South Street against bootleg- 
ging, was transferred by Commissioner 
McLaughlin from the Clinton Street 
Station,.in whose precinct the alleged 
attack occurred, to the Bronx precinct 
three days after he testified for Ken- 
nedy in a. Magistrate’s héaring on a 
disorderly conduct charge made against 
the truckman by the detectives... Ken- 
nedy was exonerated on this chafge. 

Captain George L. Sullivan, who was 
in command of the Clinton Street Sta- 
tion when the detectives brought their 
prisoner there, also was transferred to 
patrol duty in uniform in Brooklyn. 
The Chief Inspector testified at the 
trial that the detectives had com- 
plained that the Captain had inter- 
fered with them in the arraighment 
of Kennedy. at the station. Sullivan 
subsequently was transferred to com- 
mand the Fourth Street Station in 
Long Island City. > 

Commissioner McLaughlin refused to 
comment on the jury’s report.

NORWAY’S LIQUOR PROBLEN- 


Another Referendum ‘to Be Held In 
~~ October, Says Visitor. 

C. J. Smedsrud of Moss, Norway, is 

at Hotel Pennsylvania. He will pres- 

ently leave ‘to make a tour of the 

Eastern United States, traveling in the 


interests. of. the Norwegian Bottle 
Works, for which he is buying ma- 
chinery, He states that Norway suf- 
fers at present because of the poor 
* * —— bei largely devoted 
e country, being largely 
to sea-going activities, is hindered be- 
cause Gannany. Austria, Russia and 
Poland are largely out of trading. 
Norway, however, is very sound at 
core, Mr. Smedsrud —** but, con- 
trary to general opinion, a prohibi- 
tion problem like the United States, 
though not so‘ acute. 

“We are allowed to have light wines 
and beer,”’ he said,’ ‘‘but on Oct. 18 
we are to have another referendum 
at which time we hope the country 
will turn wet. The present supply of 
light -wines and beer is sufficient, per- 
haps, for the Norwegians, but in order 
to sell our fish to Italy we really 
should import more wines. Thus, 
our prohibition question is largely 
economic.”*
